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Salient Points of the H.-F. Breed. 

Self-explanatory letter to a gentle- 
man desirous of becotiiing a breeder of 
some kind of Pute Bred Daity Cattle. 

My dear Siri:—Only now am I able 
to rédeeiti ifiy promise to write you 
on the stibjeét of the merits of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed for €ity 
and village milk supply. The friends 
of the H.-F. cow hase their claims for 
her superiority in this deriction main- 
ly on the following points: First, that 
she is a large, strong, vigorous cow, 
abounding in vitality; second, that she 
yields a large quantity of most excel- 
lent milk, especially well fitted for ship- 
ping purposes; third, that she is so con- 
stituted as to be ab'e to trun to the best 
advantage the roughage of the farm; 
fourth, that she perpetuates herself by 
the production of strong, healthy calves, 
and, when her day in the dairy is over, 


fattens readily and makes excellent 
beef. 
It is entirely supposable that any 


company engaging in the supplying of 
any city with milk may have two ob- 
jects,—the supplying of good, healthy 
milk, and the deriving the largest pos- 
sible profit from the business. With 
pure-bred H.-F. cattle both these ob- 
jects may be attained, and at the same 
time the owner may derive such satis- 
faction and pleasure from the owner- 
ship of fine animals and his pride there- 
in, as can not be measured in money. 

That the Holstein-Friesian cow is a 
large, vigorous cow is self-evident and 
needs no demonstration; but many per- 
sons have never stopped to consider 
the value of vitality in a cow. What 
man would pick out a small, weak, 
puny nurse for his infant child? and if 
he did so, would he expect the child to 
thrive on her milk? But in what re- 
spect does the need of vitality in the 
cow differ from like need in the human 
nurse; is she net the great foster- 
mother of our race? How careful we 
should be, then, in the selection of this 
foster-mother. 

Nature looks well to the good of her 
children; and it is incontrovertible that 
she has seen to it that the milk of the 
human mother is best fitted for the hu- 
man race. By analogy, then, a milk 
ily balanced as to fats is unsuited to 
the best development of mankind, and 
that breed of cattle which produces 
milk nearest in its constituents to hu- 
man milk produces milk best fitted for 


the consumption of man. H.-F. milk, 
as a fule, does not contain as high a 
per centage of fat as does the milk 
from some of the smaller breéds which 
yield a limited amount; but, owing to 
quantity of milk, no breed excels the 
Holstein-Friesian in production of fat. 

It has been stated by some who have 
not well considered the matter, that the 
value of milk is measured by its fat 
content; but this is only partially true 
even in butter making. From a nutri- 
tive standpoint, the fat is the least valu- 
able part of milk, and it is the solids 
not fat that give it its value. Swine 
are universally considered to have the 
strongest digestive powers in the utili- 
zation of all food; yet the late experi- 
ments at the Connecticut Station show 
that even the pig cannot thrive on milk 
containing an excess of fat. Holstein- 
Friesian calves that are suckled by 
their dams thrive amazingly; and it may 
be safely asumed as a fact that any 
milk which can not be safely fed to 
the young calf is not suited for hu- 
man consumption. 

The globules of tat suspended in the 
milk serum of the H.-F. cow are small, 
and do not as readily separate and rise 
as cream as do the fat gloubles of the 
milk of some other breeds, thus mak- 
ing H.-F. milk ideal for shipping pur- 
poses; while, as the modern separator 
will readily extract the fat from any 
and all milk, it is in no wise inferior 
for butter making. Also, if for any 
reason it be necessary to increase the 
amount of fat in the milk to reach any 
standard thoughtlessly required by the 
laws of any tSate, milk may be stand- 
ardized to any per cent. of fat by the 
use of the separator. 

Owing to her large frame and excel- 
lent digestive powers, the H.-F. cow is 
unequaled in the farm 
roughage into money value; and she 
belongs to the 
which the Wisconsin Experiment Sta- 
tion found after experience 
to be most profitable for the dairy farm- 
er. She is of hardy constitution, not 
readily susceptible to tuberculosis and 
thrive under 
small- 

Her 
calves are strong and vigorous at birth; 
and, owing to the milk being espec- 
ially fitted for the best animal growth, 
make the best and most profitable veal. 
Although she can not be readily fatten-

other diseases, and will 
adverse circumstances to which a 


er. weaker breed would succumb. 
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ed while in milk, as she devotes all her 
surplus food to milk production; yet 
when dry her great assimilative pow- 
ers enable her to take on flesh rapidly, 
and to make excellent beef. As an all- 
around cow, and one approaching the 
nearest to the long-desired dual pur- 
pose animal, the Holstein-Friesian is 
unsurpassed. 

Aside from the aesthetic point of 
view,—the personal satisfaction one 
gets out of the possession of fine stock, 
there is a decided financial advantage 
in the breeding of pure-bred stock. It 
costs little more to keep them than it 
does common or grade stock, and the 
returns on the labor invested and food 
consumed are so much greater in pro- 
portion that there can be no compari- 
son. By the use of a pure-bred bull 
and the rearing of grade stock, one 
can to a large extent expect that the 
calves reared will make good cows; but 
by the use of pure-bred dams _ also, 
there is very much less danger of fail- 
ure in that line, and one may be nearly 
certain that every calf dropped will 
prove valuable in the dairy. 

Besides the milk product there are 
two other sources of income in the 
pure-bred dairy,—one from the bull 
calves, the other from the surplus fe- 
male stock. There is a constant de- 
mand for good pure-bred H.-F. males 
for the improvement of the common 
dairy stock of the coantry; while any- 
thing especially good is taken by the 
breeders of pure-bred stock. The less 
valuable surplus females find a place 
with the farmer-dairyman, the more 
valuable as foundation stock for new 
‘herds, while the best are eagerly sought 
by breeders to strengthen their breed- 
ing herds. 

The system of Advanced Registry de- 
vised and established by the H.-F. As- 
sociation places all breeders on a par, 
rendering it very easy for anl breeder 
to establish the value of a pure-bred 
cow, just as the mile track will estab- 
lish the value of a trotting-bred horse, 
and the expense is very moderate. The 
Association not only charges nothing 
for the entry of such a cow in the Ad- 
vanced Register, but to encourage the 
breeder in that direction it pays out 
every year large sums of money in 
prizes; and any one may win a share of 
the prizes. Neithes do the State Agri- 
cultural Colleges charge anything for 
their oversight in the matter of making 
these records; their only charge being 
for the time and necessary expenses of 
their Supervisor sent out to oversee 
the testing; and as several cows may 
be under test at the same time, the ex- 
pense per animal may be made light. 
A little over a year ago the H.-F. As- 
sociation increased the efficiency of its 
system by the authorization of official 
records to be begun not less than eight 
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months after calving, and many breed- 
ers are taking advantage of this plan 
to show the staying quality of their cat- 
tel. Prizes are awarded for the best 
records made in the regular 7-day di- 
vision, the 30-day division, and the not 
less than eightmonths after calving di- 
vision; so that any breeder may win 
three prizes in each division, or nine 
prizes in all. 

In a letter of this kind it is only pos- 
sible to touch upon the salient points of 
the H.-F. breed, and I would refer 
you to the Brown Book enclosed for 
more detailed information; but from 
my own experience with this grand 
breed, extending over a period of twen- 
ty years, I can affirm that, either as an 
all-around breed or for any specialty 
in dairying, when the returns from all 
are counted, I know of no 

superior to the Holstein-Fries- 
ian; while for the supplying of the 
best milk to cities and villages, there is 
no breed that can approach it.

A New Way of Packing Butter. 

A Minnesota creamryman has invent- 
ed a new way of packing butter for pri- 
vate customers. He makes __ special 
paraffine cloth bags holding one, two, 
three and five-pound lots of butter and 
has invented a-machine which will stuff 
and seal these bags quickly and inex- 
pensively. These make air-tight pack- 
ages, keeping the butter pure and proof 
‘against moisture and odors. It is said 
that this scheme has proven quite suc- 
_cessful. It was invented something 
‘over a year ago, and butter packed in 
this way went through the cold storage 
season last year in fine condition. The 
first experiment was in the line of pack- 
ing butter in sausage casings, but these 
were abandoned.—Dairy and Produce 
Reviiw. 





Summary of official Records from 
June 25thto July 21st. 

These records are made under the 
careful supervision of State Agricul- 
tural Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
and their accuracy is vouched for by 
them; no private records are reported 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

During the period from June 24 to 
July 21, 1905, records of 64 cows have 
been accepted; five of which were be- 
gun more than eight months after fresh- 
ening. All made 7-day records, two 
made 14-day, five made 30-day and two 
made 60-day records. The average by 
ages was as follows: 

Thirteen full-age cows averaged: age, 
7 years, 2 months, 8 days; days from 
calving, 27; milk, 491.6 lbs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.17; fat, 15.583 Ibs. Thirteen 4- 
year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 6 
months, 19 days; days from calving, 28; 
milk, 436 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.38; fat, 
14.409 Ibs. Eleven 3-year-olds aver- 
aged: age, 3 years, 4 months, 19 days; 
days from calving, 30; milk, 374.5 Ibs. ; 
per cent. fat, 3.19; fat, 11.950 Ibs. 
Twenty-two heifers classed as two-year- 
olds averaged: age, 2 years, 4 months, 
28 days; days from calving, 39; milk, 
311 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.24; fat, 10.087 
pounds. 

In this list, while there are many 
fine records in the 7-day class, it is the 
30-day and 60-day records that will at- 
tract most attention. Not only are the 
vields large, but the staying quality of 
the cows is well shown by a compari- 
son of the daily yields in the 7-day, the 
30-day and the 60-day periods. 

During her best seven consecutive 
days in a period of 60, Duchess Orms- 
by 3d produced 2.554 Ibs fat per day; 
while for the 60 days she averaged 
2.325 lbs. per day. Homestead Gem 
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Pauline De Kol averaged for her 7- 
day record 2.879 lbs. fat, and for her 
60-day record 2.529 lbs. The difference 
in either case is comparatively small. 
The average daily vield in the 7-day 
record for the three cows and four- 
year-old listed is 2.854 lbs. fat, while 
their average yield in the 30-day period 
is 2.612 Ibs. The two-year-old heifer 
makes a showing equally fine in pro- 


portion.

Williams & Young Herd. 


The writer recently had the pleasure 
of visiting the Williams and Young 
herd of pure bred Holstein4Friesian 
cattle, located near Porterville, Tulare 
county. 

While this herd is a comparatively 
young and small one, when considering 
some of the larger and better known 
California dairy herds, the breeding 
and performance of their herd of 23 
mother cows entitles it to rank with 
the best in the country. During the 
month of June of this year the 23 cows 
averaged 1045 pounds of milk; three of 
these cows became dry before the end 
of the month. The eight top cows gave 
11,258 pounds of milk during the month 
of June. an average of 1407.2 pounds 
each. Space will not permit of a fur- 
ther description of the ranch or herd, 
but it is impossible to leave the subject 
before mentioning a recent addition to 
this herd. This is the thirteen months’ 
old bull, Korndyke H Sir Paul De Kol, 
one of the most perfect type of dairy 
individuals of his age that the writer 
has ever had the pleasure of seeing, an 
animal of exceptional breeding, among 
whose ancestry were, and are more 
cows with large official butter records, 
private records and advanced registry 
records than any bull that walks the 
earth.
